New -Tropical Importationsl Tha 


Thrive and Prove Successful 


In California. I 


. If the goqd work that has been prose 
cuted In California and Arizona durin 
"the past few'years In cultivating figs 
and dates continues, these now Importe 
tropical fruits will became as cheap am 
as common'as the California prune an 
raisin. 
According to reliable author 


Itlos, the California crop of Smyrna flgs 
during 1903 amounted to 130,000 pounds 
Of course, 66 tons ot dried fruit Is a mere 
bagatelle compared with the mar he 
In this country, but It must boremem 
bered that It Is only within the past flv 
years that the secret of the pollination q 
the fig, which fills tho fruit with the char 
a'cteristlc mlnuto'seeds'and develops Us 
delicate flavor, was wrested from nature 
by the government's experts. Tho j:ol 
llnatlon Is accomplished by a tiny insect 
that had to be imported from the shores 
of the Mediterranean,.and, what Instil 
more Interesting, this insect Is particu- 
larly fastidious, and refuses to employ 
its talents for the benefit of man unless 
•fed on Capri, or wild flgs. Accordingly 
wild flgs,. which are worthless for table 
purposes, had to bo Imported, and now 
one of tho expenses of flg cultivation IB 
the distribution 
of

Capri flgg

HAD REFUSED TO BE HIS BRIDE 


Young Woman Declined to Become the 


Wife of Man Who Sought Her and 
Enraged Swain Ends Her Life With 
a Buggy Wrench. 


Havana, III., Sept. 13.—The throngs 


who gathered here Monday expecting 
to bear what promised to be one of tho 
most sensational murder trials In the 
history of Illinois were disappointed. 


Fred Strubo entered a plea of guilty 


in tho circuit court shortly after 2 
o'clock to the murder of Alice Hen- 
nlnger of Mason City and was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 


No one, aside from the attorneys, 


tho. defendant and his father, and 
tho relatives of- tho dead girl, know 
of the arrangements prior to tho hour 
for convening court,' and In conse- 
quence, tho plea of guilty camo as a 
great surprise. 


Murderer Hangs His Head, 


Acompanled by a deputy sheriff on 


cither sldo, Strubo followed his father 
into tho court room. 
Ho was com- 


pelled to .run tho gantlet of hundreds 
of curious eyes, tho crowd being com 
posod of his former neighbors and 
friends. Ho walked with 'xjwed head 
and did.not ralso his eyes at any time 
until the court passed sentence upon 
him. As Judgo Hlghco opened court 
nnd throughout'the proceedings there 
was scarcely a whisper to be beard Ip 
the room. 


Guilty of Shocking -Crime. 


Stnibo's crime woa one of tho most 


shocking In tho annals of crime. In II1I 
nols. 


On Saturday night, Nov. 14, 1D03, 


a box social-was given' at tho Dlffen-

Strubo 
secured his horso and overtook thorn. 
Persuading both to ride, he took the 
youngest girl home, and before the 
older could get out Stnibe hurriedly 
drove away with her.. That was the 
last time, sho was seen alive.

er's farm.
